On Sunday evening, March 28, 1965 ^ I v/as listenyg to 

the "Meet the Press'* program on which Rev , l-fertin Luthei^King. Jr. 

appeared. One reporter asked Rev. King about His attitude toward 
civil disobedience, and the violation of some of the laws that had 
been violated, and he stated that those laws were bad laws and that 
they felt they could be guided by their conscience, and pay no at- 
tention to those laws. 


It seems to me if they are bad laws that isn*t the way to 
test them out and have them invalidated, and that is the philosopi^ 
of the government bv men instead of government by laws - as advocated 
by the soviets and comnmnists. 

If that is the doctrine that is being advocated by the leaders 
of this movement it seems to me that is a rather dangerous doctrine to 
promulgate, and ha.s no doubt led to a lot of the depredations that have 
been committed.

The article noted King was one of 35 passengers who departed 
under a no-name reservation and he was the last passenger to 
board the plane. In brief, the article disclosed that King 
described a proposed meeting of President Lyndon Baines Johnson 
with Ku Klux Klan leaders as "meaningless" . King told the 
"Herald Examiner^’ reporters that a massive economic boycott 
against Alabama would not include an appeal for U. S. labor 
organizations to stage a one day work stoppage demonstration as 
previously reported. Dr. King is quoted as saying "I haven’t 
referred to it as a work stoppage. I’ve referred to it as an 
economic boycott of Alabama products." 

The article noted that King was in the Los Angeles 
area for the purpose of conferring with Reverend Thomas Kilgore, 
V/est Coast Director, Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC). King told reporters that "the Klan is clearly an un- 
American, undemocratic, unjust organization composed of hooded 
perpetrators of violence and I don’t see why any meeting of 
this organization with President Johnson would have any meaning."

The reporters noted that King, while hurrying to catch his 
plane, referred to has Sunday action in San Francisco, as calling 
for an economic boycott against Mississippi, but rapidly corrected 
his slip of tongue by saying "I mean of Alabama," 

Dr. King told the reporters he intended to attend 
the memorial services planned for Mrs, Viola Gregg Liuzzo 
in Detroit, Michigan. He also indicated to the reporters that 
details of the economic boycott to be called by the SCLC will 
be discussed in Baltimore on Thursday, April 1 and Friday, 

April 2 , 1965 at a meeting of the SCLC Board which he will 
attend. The reporters noted that King disagreed with former 
President Truman’s remarks that the civil rights march from 
Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, was "silly" and without results. 

King stated "the march did more to dramatize the injustices 
and indignities of Negroes in the South than anything else 
we have done . "

The unfair publicity, which has been spread 
again and again across the nation’s front pages and 
TV screens against Alabama, has all of our peoples 
of both races in a dilemma. The extreme provoca- 
tions which have led to the incidents of death and 
violence, have not been accurately reported. 

Under tremendously adverse circumstances, 
the people of Alabama, both white and Negro, 
have shown admirable restraint. 

Our only hope is that they will continue to do 


so. 

Eventually the emotional binge which has 
taken the United States and on which the fires 
are being blazed higher and higher by the Martin 
Luther Kings, will die down and disappear. Mean- 
while, it should be the hope of everyone that 
government by demonstration and street mob will 
not be substituted for government by law. 

A gigantic publicity stunt has been developed 
with Alabama as the victim. 

Former President Harry S. Truman, during 
whose administration, the U.S. Armed Services

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strations are silly and are nothing more than a 
means to get attention for certain individuals.” 

They are not only silly, they are deadly dan- 
gerous as has already been shown and their 
perpetrators are the ones who must someday 
answer for the deaths and destructive outbursts 
which have followed. 

The thousands of outsiders are placing an un- 
bearable burden upon local and State law enforce- 
ment agencies who are also the victims of the cry 
of “brutality” whenever force must be used. 

Now an unfair and discriminatory voting rights 
measure has been prepared to solve all the prob- 
lems — discrimination to overcome alleged dis- 
crimination. America truly is being ruled by 
emotion rather than common sense at the moment. 

Let’s hope this outburst of unfair sentiment 
will not long prevail. ** ■ — n-

For about five years (1955-1960) King’s sec- 
retary was Bayard Rustln, whose Communist 
background began in the Young Communist League 
at City College in New York in 1936. In World 
War n he was convicted as a draft dodger. In 
1953 he was arrested with two men in Pasadena 
for “sex perversion,” He pleaded guilty and 
served a term In Los Angeles City Jail. In Feb- 
ruary 1957 Rustln was one of eleven “impar- 
tlaJ observers” invited by Communists to attend 
the 16th national convention of the Communist 
Party U.S.A, In 1958 Rustln went to the Soviet 
Union. Shortly after his return he organized Mar- 
tin L. King’s “March on Washington” - which 
the Communist paper, THE WORKER, called 
a Communist Party project.

King appeared on captioned National Broadcasting Compan 
television program which was heard locally over WRC, Channel 4. 

King said that the recent march from Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, 
was made to dramatize the indignities suffered by Negroes, to protest police brutality, 
and to insure that Negroes get the right to vote. He said these issues must be 
before the public and there will be no respite in Alabama. ^ 

King asserted that we all have the moral obligation to break unjust 
laws as i^g as we are willing to go to jail and pay the penalty for breaking those 
laws. He^-gave this as his reasoning for recently stating that he would have violated 
any court injunction which might have been handed down prohibiting the march to 
Montgomeiy. 

King called for a national economic boycott of the State of Alabama 
and said that he intended to seek the aid qjf trade unions and Federal agencies to 
promote this boycott. 




'* King denied that communists had infiltrated the civil rights movement 
and cti^ned that most civil rights groups prohibit commuqtgtyfTtTTTrhoiaing office or 
otherwise obtaining position of leadership. ES APR ^ 

He was asked about a photograph taken of the Highlander Folk 

School in 1957 which, the interviewer said, some had claimed was communist 
1 dominated. Kang said that this school, as far as he knew, was not communist 
influenced in iny way. He said it was one of the first schools to promote inter- 
racial education, th^ he had never attended the school, and that he had only appeared 
there once in 1957 for about one hour to make an address at which time he was 


photographed.

On March 28, 19^5^ Reverend Martin Luther King, Jr./ 
was interviewed on the National Broadcasting Company television 
program, "Meet the Press". King stated that the march from 
Selma to Montgomery, Alabama, was one of the most powerful and 
dramatic civil rights display that has ever taken place. He 
said that the march had a two-fold purpose: 1. To protest 

police brutality in Alabama and 2. To secure the right of 
the Negro to vote. 


King stated that there can be no respite in 
demonstrations as long as conditions exist in Alabama 
that call for demonstrations . He said tnere is a moral 
obligation to continue demonstrations so that the issues can

According to King there are barriers which remain 
in Alabama that must be destroyed, namely the unhampered right 
for all to vote in Alabama, removal of the poll tax, an end 
to brutality by all law enforcement agencies and equal 
opportunity for the Negro in the anti-poverty program. 


King stated that he did not consider that he 
violated the law by marching in Selma, in defiance of a 
court injunction, since attorneys had advised that it was 
an invalid order. King said there are two types of laws 
according to his thinking: 1. The Just law which has a 

moral obligation to obey and 2. The unjust law which has 
a moral obligation to defy. King said he does not believe 
in defying or evading laws, but stated the chief norm in 
his actions is to accept the penalty if his conscience tells 
him the law is unjust.

King said that he plans to call for nation- 
wide economic withdrawal from Alabama, a boycott of 
Alabama products and to bring pressure on Governor 
Wallace of Alabama for his reign of terror. 

Concerning a charge of Communist Party 
Infiltration of the Civil Rights movement. King said 
he saw no evidence of this since all civil rights 
organizations state in their by-laws that there can be 
no member of the Communist Party either as an official 
or as a member. 

Concerning a charge that he in 1956 attended a 
Communist training school known as the Highlanders Polk 
Scnool, King denied that it was a Communist training 
school and indicated that he had only spent one hour 
there to present a speech on the 2z>th anniversary of the 
school . 


King concluded his remarks by stating that the 
civil rights movement will continue to be non-violent 
in nature.
